The senators who joined forc- 
es with them arc gone—waspish Jim 
Reed of Missouri, vindictive Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, Stout 
Bob LaFollettc of Wisconsin. 
In 


their places are men who were not 
in the Senate Ihon at all, men whom 
Die public had not heard of—Bennett- 
Clark of Missouri, Gerald Nyc of 
North 
Dakota, Arthur Vandcnbcrg 


of Michigan, and another Bob LaFol- 
lotlo. 


The fight itself is different, in a 


way. 


In 1019 and 
1920 the League and 


the Versailles Treaty were attacked 
from the Senate floor, day in and 
day out, in resouding oratory. 
This 


year the attack on the 
President's 


foreign policy is less spectacular. 
It 


has produced some oratory, but it 
has been more a mailer of quiel 
-strategy of off-thc-floor organization, 
of effective work in conference and 
committee. 


There is less bitterness to it, loo. 


Both Lodge and Reed hated Wood- 
row Wilson with a passionate, flam- 
ing hatred. 'Dial may not have in- 
fluenced their attitude in the League 
fight, but it colored their manner of 
fighting. 
Wilson, himself 
a 
bitter 


hater, .stuck back in the .same way. 
The fighting on both sides was lense 
and vindicative. 


Personal Feeling Not so Hot 


Today, although there arc many 


senators who do not love Franklin 
Roosevelt, this bitter personal feel- 
ing is Jess in evidence. 
Where the 


personal equation enters into Ihc 
fight, il comes in largely as a feeling 
that the President is (emjjernmentaJly 
unsuiled lo Ihe lack of exercising Ihe 
delicate powers which revision of the 
neutrality laws would give him. 


Last of all, Senators Borah and John- 


son have changed. 


They are in their seventies now. 


Johnson's hair is while; Borah's is 
no longer the black, leonine mane 
that enthralled gallery visitors in Ihe 
old days. The years have put their 
mark on them; have taken them past 
the time when cither mnn might dream 
of occupying the White House him- 
self some day (either or both might 
easily have done so, once, had luck 
been just a litlle different,) have rob- 
bed their steps of their spring, and 
touched the limber of their voices. 


Yet inside, nothing has changed. 


'Ilicy stand now where they stood 20 
years ago, .slill fighting—and still Ihe 
kind of fighters who are likely lo 
win.

Governor Explains 


Didn'tjean Slur 


Dickinson Thinks Self Mis- 


understood About Mrs. 


Roosevelt 


LANSING, Mich.-W-Gov. Lurcn 


D. Dickinson said Thursday night he 
had no "thought of criticizing" Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, wife of the presi- 
dent, when he quoted her in a radio ad- 
dress Wednesday night. 


In his broadcast the 80-ycur-oId Re- 


publican governor, who also is presi- 
dent of the Michigan Anti-Saloon Lea- 
gue, repeated Mrs. Roosevelt's seven- 
year-old admonition to young women 
concerning the amount of liquor they 
drink. 


Governor Dickinson expressed aston- 


ishment at newspaper headlines saying 
"Dickinson 
Raps First Lady" and 


"Governor Criticizes Mrs. Roosevell." 
He asked also how United States At- 
torney General Frank Murphy, former 
Michigan Democratic; governor who 
called Dickinson's remarks "Indefensi- 
ble and absolutely unjust," knew he 
was refoj-Jng to Mrs. Roosevelt. 


"1 mentioned her name nowhere in 


my address," the governor said, "and 
(old only two people outside of my 
family that the words I quoted were 
hers." 


The two persons he told were news- 


men who interviewed him. 


"I don't think hadl ov-ziaec 
"1 don't think 1 had a thought of 


criticizing her," Governor Dickinson 
added. "I just 'merely intended it as 
a quotation." 


In his speech the governor said lie 


.saw women drinking at the recent Na- 
tional Conference of Governors with- 
out becoming intoxicated and that they 
may have "learned the formula advis- 
ed b ya prominent lady of our nation," 
whom lie quoted as saying when pro- 
hibition was repealed: 


" 'The average girl of today faces the 


problem of learning very young ho\v 
much she can drink and such things as 
whisky, gin and so forth and slicking 
to the proper quantity."

BERLIN, Germany—(/P)—A German 


government spokesman in one of the

on Danzig said Friday Germany opti- 
mistically expects a solution of the 
problem favorable to the Reich, but 
rejects the idea of force to regain the 
Free City. 


"Our fuehrer is 100 per cent for 


peace," lie said. "Now, as before, we 
expect an uncompromising solution 
lo the Danzig situalion along peace- 
ful lines."

TRAFFIC VERY HEAVY 


Property Owners Required 


Make First Move in 


Raising Money 


Cit yofficials Friday explained why 


certain streets were selected for oil- 
ing in which the city government 
will match dollar for dollar—after the 
property owners on these 
specific 


streets deposit the amount of money 
they desire for oiling. 


The reasons: 
1. Because these specific streets 


lead to public gathering places. 


2. Because traffic is unusually heavy 


on these specific streets. 


Property owners on these specific 


streets must sponsor the project them- 
selves, must raise the amount of mon- 
ey they desire to spend for oiling. 
The next requirement is to deposit 
the money with City Treasurer Charl- 
es Reynerson.

HYDE PARK, N. Y.—(^-President 


Roosevelt contended at his press con- 
ference Friday that the decision to 
defer action on neutrality legislation 
until the next congressional session 
had hurt business. 


A prominent business man, Roose- 


velt said, told him recently that the 
failure of congress to act on neutral- 
ity is killing the nicest litllc business 
boom you ever saw. 


Business men, the president asserted, 


do nol want to make commitments be- 
cause they do not know what form 
neutrality legislation may take when 
congress convenes next year.

Plant Life Found 


on Mars, Belief 


Change in Surface Color 


Indicates Growth of 


Vegetation 


BLOEMFONTEIN, Union of South 


Africa.-(#>;—Strong evidence that plant 
life exists on Mars was 
advanced 


Thursday by Dr. Earl C. Slipher, 
American astronomer, after observa- 
tion of the planet which is closer to 
the earth this month than at any time 
since 1924. 


Slipher, director of Ihc Lowell Ob- 


servatory at Flagstaff, Ari., reported 
clearing weather enabled him last 
nigh tto take the firs tsuccessful color 
pit-lures of Mars. 


His theory is founded on an appar- 


ent change in the planet's surface, re- 
garded as liis'most important discovery. 


The huge dark spot (solis lacus), 


or great eye of Mars, seems lo have 
assumed a shape not observed for 50 
years if ever before. Slipher indicated 
this wa.s strong evidence plant life 
exists on the planet and suggested the 
change was due lo fresh vegetation 
over an area roughly the size of the 
Untied 'States.

refunding of the highway debt - 


A resolution by Rep. Weisenberger 


of Hempstead urged that a three-mem- 
ber group headed by Speaker John 
Bransford should fly to Washington to 
confer with Jones in regard to the 
part that would be taken by the RFC 
in the governor's refunding program 
and the-proper interest-rates to be 
paid on any refunding to be issued. 


Nino Changes in Refunding 


LITTLE ROCK.—The house approv- 


ed nine amendments to the 5140,537,000 
highway bond refunding bill Thursday 
after they had been agreed to by Gov- 
ernor Bailey. 


Several of the amendments were 


compromises reached by proponents 
and opponents of the bill, at a noon 
conference with the governor. Other 
of the amendments were to correct 
technicalities. 


Effect of the amendments was to: 


1. Permit the legislature to reduce the 


6.5 cents a gallon gasolien tax and 
automobile license fees after state 
highway fund 
revenues reached 


?17,000,000 for two consecutive years. 
The bill originaly had provided for 
a reduction when revenues reached 
520,000,000. Highway revenues last 
year were slightly less than $13,- 
000,000. 


2. Provide for an increase in the gaso- 


line tax and licenses only if high- 
way revenues failed to bring in 
"sufficient for annual debt service 


• and for adequate state highway and 
bridge maintenance." This is esti- 
mated at about 510,500,000 a year. 
The bill originally provided for an 
increase if the revenues failed to 
reach 513,000,000. 


3. Pledge gasoline tax and auto license 


fees soley to debt service, road con- 
struction, maintenance, bridge dis- 
trict and road improvement district 
id and the acquisition of toll bridges. 
The original bill carried the provis- 
ion "and for other lawful purposes." 


4. Reduce from 516,000,000 to $15,000,- 


000 the amount of annual highway 
fund revenues necessary before crea- 
tion of a sinking fund reserve. 
All of the amendments were adopted 


by voice vote in the committee of the 
whole. 


Adminislrationists gave further dem- 


onstration of their voting strength by 
voting down 10 additional amendments 
proposed by opponents of the bill. 
Twenty-three amendments remain to 
bo disposed of. 


Administration leaders said they 


might be able to get a vote on the z-e- 
funding bill late Friday or Saturday 
'morning if ihe house decides to re- 
main in session.

- You have only to measure that against the Spanish or Chinese wars to 
realize what a terrible change has come to warfare in the 76 years sinc« Gettys- 
burg. The bombing and starving of civilian populations, men, women, and 
children is now accepted as a commonplace of all warfare, and every country 
which has war plans at all (which means every major country) has plans 
which include these measures. 


Further,' the steady rattle of rifle-fire in Spain, long after the war is over, 


as the proscribed Loyalists fall beneath the avenging rifles of Franco, shows 
what may be expected now that the redoubled horror of class hatreds has 
been added to the olden horrors of war itself. It would almost certainly have 
been the same had the Loyalists won, only with a different roll of victims. 


Yet; at Herbert Hoover pointed out, "human courage rises far above any 


terror yet invented." The feet that any romantic aspects war may have had 
are outmoded, does not make the world's leaders less ready to resort to it. 


Surely one can hope that some will listen to the proposals of the former 


President that food ships be allowed to run blockades, and that bombing be 
confined to military objectives. They are not the proposals of an idle dreamer, 
hut of a man who has had as great experience with this phase of war as any 
man living. 


Perhaps such making of rules for the grim, game of war is not practicable 


today, when all the old rules have been abolished. Perhaps we are back to the 
days of Genghis Khan.

If so well-intended a humanitarianism as Hoover's meets nothing but

These 
include pernicious vomiting n pre- 
ganant women, cases in which people 
have to be fed through a tube be- 
cause of various diseases, cases in 
which people have taken large amounts 
of alehol. and thus have not absorbed 
the foods from their diet. 
In such 


conditions, the taking of vitamin Bl, 
or thiamin tends to bring about re- 
lief. 


This vitamin is a highly complex 


substance. It is known to contain car- 
bon hydrochloride, oxygen, nitrogen, 
sulphur and chlorine. 


Vitamin Bl or thiamin is now avail- 


able in several different forms, and 
should usually be prescribed by a doc- 
tor in the dosage that is needed in 
the individual case. 


Certain foods are known to be es- 


pecially rich in vitamin Bl. Inasmuch 
as the units to be used have been 
standardized. The Councilw on Phar- 
macy and Chemistry of the American 
Medical Association does not permit 
calims that a food is valuable be- 
cause of its thiamin content, unless 
that food will provide in the quanity 
usually taken each day 200 units of 
thiamin. 


In the light of our present know- 


ledge, it would seem to be true that 
an infant requires at least 50 units 
of thiamin daily, and an adult requires

But all they predicted came 
true, and this year a stronger Rep- 
ublican minority succeeded in bring 
ing about the repeal of this tax.

hods prescribed for reaching these ob- 
jectives the latter never could have 
been achieved under terms of the 
bill as originally passed .
